the brethren that are of the ſame

and that vnder colour , that theſe 
two laſt degrees are not of things 
neceſſary to faluation, but only pro- 
fitable or lawfull , we ſhould not 
condemne them , nor ſeparate our

practiſe them , 

The third obſeruation is , con- 
cerning the ambiguity of the words 
( neceſſarie to ſalnation ) which for 
| that there are diuers. kindes of ne- 
ceſlities in-matters of Religion, may 
be dwerlly taken . For there 1s one 
neceſiity , which 1s called Abſolute, 
and another -Coxd/tionall. There 1s a 
neceſlitie of the meanes to do a 
thing , and there 1s a neceflitie 1n- 
duced by the precept, by which we 
are commannded todo it . Thereis 
alſo a neceſlicie of ſpeciall and par- 
ticuler beliefe,-and a neceflitie of 


beliefe 1n generall : a; neceſlitie of 


ac, and laſtly a neceſflity of appro- 


bation, I call abſolute neceflity.(not 
that

that it is ſimply fo , but for that 
| God hath ſo ordained it ) that 
| which admitteth no excuſe of im- 
poſlibility , nor any exception of 
| place, rime, or perſon . Of this kind 


15 the knowledge and beliete of 


Chriſt , the Mediatour betweene 
God and man , which 1s of abſolute 
neceflitie to be knowne of all that 
be of age. For it1s not excuſed with 
the circumſtance of not being in 
place, where one may be1nſtruced, 
nor with the condition of being 1- 
gnorantand vnlearned , rude, and 
of little capacity , a ſheepe , and not 
a ſheepheard : for none of theſe ex- 
ceptions can defend them from e- 
ternall death, that do not actually 
belieue . Foraſmuch as wholoeuer 
belicueth nor 1n the only begotten, 
Sonne of God, is allreadie wdged. 
And of the ſame: neceſlitie to little 
infants , 15 the receaving of the Sa- 
crament of Baptiſme, by which a- 
lone, according to the dofrine of 
B 2 Catho-

Cutholikes, the faith in Chriſt is 
1n them ſupply 2d: following herein 
tb. . de the (entzn<e of S CAuenſtine , who 
orig ſaith: Do not belizue, do norlay,

Catholike . And of this kind of ne- 

ceflitie, there are but few examples, 

I call that neceſlitie Conditional,

15 poſlibility, and admitteth excep- | 
tion of place, time, and perſons: 
and this againe 1s ſubdeuided into 
many branches . For firſt of all (to 
| ſpeakeof matters which concerne 
Faith ) there are many points , 
which neceſſarily are to be belieued 
by him , that 1s 1n place, where he 
may be inſtructed , or kath time to 
informe- himſelf , which are not 
neceſlary to another , that luethin 
a deſerr,or is {o ſuddainly preuented 
by death, that he hath no lcaſure

to be inſtructed: as, that Chriff 


was borne of a Viegin. that he was 


crucihed vnder Poatite Pilate , that 


he roſe againe the third day. "Gerd 
many thinys are neceſlary to be be- 


lieued and held for points of Faith, 

either by the whole body. of the 
Church in generall, or by the order 
of Miniſters or Paſtours , who are 
the eies of the Church, Wlch be 
not neceilary to be knowne and be - 
leuzd as articles of Faith by every 


| onein particuler : As, that the per- 


7 ſons of the bleſſed Trintty are one 


in Eſſence, and diſtin in Subf1- 
ſence: that the Father hath begorte 
his Sonne of neceſlity , and not of 
free accord ; that they are the diuine 
Perſons which do produce , and are 
produced , and not the Eſſence 
which dorh neither produce , nor 15 

roduced; that theexternall opera- 
tions Feho bleſſed Trinity are vn- 
{ deuided : that the only Perſon of the 
Sonne hath taken fleh, and not any 
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of the others : that in Chriſt there 
are two Subſtances, and one Sub- 
ſitence: that the Diuinity was not 
in place of the foule , bur that be- 
f1des the body and Divinity, there 
was in Chriſt alſo a ſenſ1ble and reas 
{onavle {oule : that what Chriſt did 
once perſonally vnite ynto him , he 
doth neuer abandone: that the Diuel 
was created gqad,and by the libeety 
of his owne free will, he became 
 euill; and other the like. 

Ana as for the neceſlity of a- 
ion, there are many things necel- 
ſary , when there 15 poſlibility and 
opportunity of times, of places, 
and of perſons ; which are not ne- 
ceſlary abſolutely , and when theſe 
commodities and meanes to perfor- 
me them , are wanting: As to afliſt 
at Eccleſiaſticallſolemnities; to re- 
ceaue attually the Euchariſt . And 
many things are neceſſary to ſome, 
- as Miffion and Impolition of hanas 
to the Paſtours of the Church; and

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Marriage to ſuch as defire lawful! 
of{pring , which are 'not neceſſary 
to others . And briefly , other things "w- 
are needfull for the obtayning of i" 


(aluation, and others for the obtai- 
ning of 1t with more facility: others 
for the obtaining of it for ones (elf , 
and others for che procuring and 
getting of it for another : others for 
the conſtitution of the Church,and . 4 
others for the edification and more q 
large propagation of the Church : il - 
others for the meere being of Chri« yn 
ſtian Religion, and others for the iq - 
berrer being, that 1s, for the dececy, Þ 
dignity, and ſplendour therof . Icall 'S 
neceſlity of meanes that which 1s 1n 
the things themſelues we vle, as 
that of the Sacraments, to which 
God hath given power, for the1m- 
parting of Grace , and the reall coo- 
peration to the health of a mans 
ſoule, Thar alſo of the Comaunde- 
ments of the morall law , the neceſ\- 
faty wherof 15 1mpoſed by the order 
B 4 of

of nature . In like manner the 'ne- 
cellicy of repenting for our finnes, 
which 1s 1 neceſſary meane for obe 
taining « of pardon . 

I call that neceflity of Precept, 
which proceedeth only from the 
force ke, as 15 the 
:2eping holy of the firſt day in the 
weeke, in memorie of that day 1 
which our Sauiour roſe from death, 
and wluch for this cauſe 1s called 
Dies Dominicus , that 1s , the day of 
our Lord , and other, the like obſer- 
uations ; tne oimflion of which, 
would nothing endangerſaluation, 
if 1t were not for diſobzdience and 
the breaking of the precept, by 
which they are Ms ded I call 
neceflite of parriculer and ſpeciall 
beliefe, the neceflity of thoſe arti- 
cles, ac all: faichfull ſoules not 
prevented by death are bound to 


know and belieue with an expreile, _ 


diſtint , and d2terminate faith , 
which bs Schooles 1s called Fides 
explicita 
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ex licita: and of this kind, are the 
twelue Articles of our Creed. 

Neceflicy of generall beliefs 
comprehendeth thoſe things, which 
euery one in particuler1s not bound 
to belieue 1n diſtin& and expreſle 
manner ; as the dodrine of Origt- 
nall inne; the article of two wills 
in Chriſt ; the proceeding of the 
holy Ghoit from the Father and 
the Sonne; the force of Baptiſme 
g1uen in due forme out of the Ca- 
thohke Church; and that the bap- 
tized by heretikes are not to be re- 
baptized , when they returne to the 
vnity of the Church, and other 
the like, which euery {imple and 
rude Chriſtian 1s not bound expreſ- 
| Iy and diſtin&ly to belieue, but 1t 
ſuthceth , thar they belieue them 1n 
general, inthe faithof the Church, 
that 1s, that they adhere, and be 
vnited to the Church , which be- 
lieueth them; in the faith whereof 


they luc as long , as they remaine 
X ill 
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in her communion and vnity z in 
like manneras the infant lueth by 
the food receaued by the mother, 
as long as 1t 15 within her wombe , 
Neceſtity of A& 1 call that, 
which 1s of thoſe things , which 
eucry one 1n particuler 15 bound 
actually to do: As to profeile the 
name of Chriſt , to pardon receaued 
1m1uries , to reſtore the goods of 
others vniuſtly detayned . Neceflity 
- of approbation 1s of thoſe things, 
whuch euery one 1n particuler 15 not 
bound actually to execute z but he 1s 
bound not to contradict , or con- 
demne thoſe that do them , nor the 
Church which doth approue them, 
nor for any diſlike of them to ſepa- 
rate themielues from the Church , 
vader paine of being excluded from 
euerlaſting ſaluation. Of this ſort 
15 the choice of liuing a chaſt and 
lingle life , and other the like , Of 
all which kindes of Neceflitie the 
ancient Fathers held many things > 
CC 
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ech one in his degree, differently 
neceſſary to ſaluation : as we will 
ſhew in thoſe particulers , which 
ſhalbe preſented to be examined. 
Now if we hold the points of do- 
&rineor of action , which the Fa- 
thers eſteemed neceſlary for ſalua- 
tion, according to ſome of theſe 
neceflities , and do reed the reſt , 
we cannot for this be faid to agree 
in beliefe with the ancient Fathers : 
but 1t 1s further needfull to hold 
and eſteeme all thoſe things neceſ- 
ſary to faluation , which the ancient 
Fathers did eſteeme to be necet{ary, 
euery one 1n the degree, and accor- 
ding to the kind of neceflity , as 
they were eſteemed by them. 

The fourth Obferuation 15 a- 
bout the word (Ancient ) which 
ſome , when they thould come to 
performe their promile of ſubmit- 
ting their udgment to Antiquity , 
do reſtraine to the tirſt or ſecond 
Age immediatly after the Apoſtles, 
not 
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not for that they hope to find within 
that ſpace any ancient Father, thar 
doth fauour them , but for that the 
Church being then oppreſſed with 
perſecutions , left vs but few wri- 
tings of that Date; and choſe for che 
mo!t part againſt {uch perſons, & a- 
bout ſuch matters, as doo Jittle ap- 
pertaine to the queſtios now 1n cov 
trouerſy,as the face of the ancier do- 
aririe, & the pratife of the Church 
in thoſe dayes, cannot be fully re- 
preſented vnto vs & knowne. But 
reaſon and equity requireth , thatif 
we wil confer the eſta'e of the Seas 
of this age, which would chalenge 
to themſelues the Title of the Ca- 
tholike Church , with the eſtate of 
the ancient Church;we ſhould take 
a time , wherin not only our Com- 
petitours do agree with vs, that the 
Church of that age was the true 
Church,& the true Spoule of Ieſus 
Chriſt, and that ſhe had lawfull au- 


thority to 1udge and determine the 
Cotro- 
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Cotrouerlies in marters of Religis'; 
but alſo it behoueth ys to rake ſuch 
a tyme,of which we haue ſufficient 
Monuments and Records, to ſhew 
cleerly vnto ys the dodrine & ob- 
obleruatios of that Church, which 
cannot 1n any ſort be better found 
then in the tymes of the foure firſt 
Councels, that 1s, from the tyme of 
Conſtantine the Great , who was the 
fictt Emperour that publikly pro- 


felled Chriſtian Religion , to the 


tyme of the Emperour Martian. 
And it feemeth his Mateſty 
doth liberally accord, not one!y to 
thi, , but to much more in ſome of 
his writings, hauing extended the 
continuance of the true Church, ro 


the whole ſpace af, the hue firſt a- 


goes. For belides thi the freedome 
= the yoke ot {zruitude of the 
Pagans , gaue place to the Church 
then tol{peake with more hberty, 
and to haue more free communica=- 
tion wath all the parts belonging 
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vnto it , diſperſed in divers Coun. 
treys and Kingdomes, and to flou- 
riſh in a greater multitude of lear- 
ned and excellent Writers, which. 
hath bene the canfe, that we haue at 
this preſent without compariſon , 
many more teſttmonyes of thoſe a- 
ges , to difcouer the entire and pers 
tet torme of the ancient Chriſtian 
Rehig10n, then we haue of the other 
ages which went before . Beſides 
this, 1 lay , our Aduerſlaryes can- 
not deny, but that Church , which 
was nouriſhed with the breſts of 
the firſt Chriſtian Emperours , and 
which deſtroyed the Temples, abo-» 
| liſhed the {eruice and honour done 
to fafſe Gods , and exerciſed the ſo- 
ueraigne Tribunall of ſpirituall au- 
thority on earth, by the ſentence of 
condemnation , which ſhe pronon- 
ced _—_ che foure moſt famous 
Herehes , in the foure firſt gene- 
rall Councells, which were the 
foure firſt generall Ailemblyes, and 
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Parlaments of Eſtate of the King- 


dome of Chriſt , was that Church 
of whom 1t was fortould , that ſhe 
ſhould ſuck the breſts of Kings; -and 
| that Nations {ſhould walke min her 
light , and Kings inthe brightneſſe 
of her orient; that all attempts a- 
gainſt her ſhould be deſtroyed; that 
the ſhould 1udge enery tongue that 
rehited in indoement ; that God 
had put watchmen vpon her walles, 
who ſhould not be filenc day or 
| nightftor all eternity ; that the gates 
| of Hell ſhould not preaile againkt © 
her; and whoſoeuer retuled to hi 
her, ſhould be eſteemed as a Publi- 
 caneand Heathen : and briefly chat 
| the was the pillar and firmament of 
truth . Shall we doubt, fairh Sant te viiticare 
Aueuſtine , to pur our felues in the” MR 
* 2008; that Church , which by © 
ſucceſlion of Bilkops from the Sear : 
of the Apoſtles, to the vauwerlall « 
confeilion of mankind , the Here- K 


Ukes barking on all lides, and con- 
demand 


/ 
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» demned partly by the indgement 
» of the very ls; and partly by 
« the Mueity of miracles , hath vb- 
> tained the higheſt degree of author. 
>» ty, which nor to obzy and acknow- 
» ledge, 1s an at of extreme 1mpiety 
» or precipitous arrogancie . And a- 
m_ Ou. gaine. The Catholike Church re- 
gh i- tiſtingall Heretikes may be 1mpug- 
» ned, but neacr ouercome:al herelies 
» haue come out of her, as vnprofita- 
» ble branches cut off trom the vane, 
» but ſhe remaineth ſtill 1n her roote, 

» in her vine, in her charity. 

Thar doarine therefore ſhall 
truly be fayd to be ancient, and 
marked with the charaRer of the 
primitiue Church, which ſhalbe 
found to haue Tas beliceued and 
practiſed vniuerlally by the Fataers, 
who lied 1n the tune of the foure 
firſt Generall Councells; and prin- 
cipally when it {hall appeare, that 
thethings afhirmed by the authors || x; 
of thoſe ages , were not held by || & 

them 
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them as doarines and obſeruations 
of therrowne , but as doctrines and 
obſeruations perpetually prattiſed 
by the Church 1n all ages, trom the 
time of the Apoſtles : although per- 
haps there cannot be found fo ma-» 
ny expreſle teſtimonies of every one 
of thoſe things within the compaſle 
of the precedent ages, as may with= 
in the time of the foure firſt Coun- 
cells , by reaſon of the {mall ſtore of 
writings , which the Perſecution of 
thoſe times ſuffered to come to our 
hands . For it ſuftceth to aſſure vs 
of the perpetuall practiceof thoſe 
matters, that the Fathers veholiued 
in the time of the foure firſt Conn- 
cells,and knew better then we what 
paſſed in the ages that went before 
them , do teſtify that they were be- 
liened and practiſed , not as things 
inſtituted 1n their age, bur as things, 
which had bene practiſed 1n all crimes 
in the Church, & were come by co- 
tinuall and ſuccefline obſeruation 
| C from 
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from the, Apoſtles vnto them zand 
that in the Authors of the precedent 
ages , no repugnant teſtimonie can 
be fond , but wholy to the contrary: 
when any occaſron of ſpeaking of 
thoſe things 15 offered, they alwaies 
affoard coformable and Ffauourable 
teſtimonies ; which 1s in few words 
to ſay : That thing ought to be held 
in all reaſon for ancient, which 
thoſe , whome we do accompt an- 
cient , did themlſelues eſteeme to be 
ancient . 

The fifth obſeruation is, about 
the Vnanimity and vmforme con- 
ſent of the Fathers; which ſome con< 
tentious ſpirits would haue to be_ 
vnderſtood only, when one and 
the ſelfe' ſame thing is acually 
found jn the writings of all the Fa- 
thers; which 1s a moſt vniuſt and 
1mpertinent pretenſion , For, that 
any doftrine or obſeruation be truly 
held by the Fathers to be Yniuerlall 


and Catholike , it 15 not needtull 
that 


that it be found 1n the writingsof 
all the Fathers, when as many of 
them perhapps neuer treated of 
thoſe matters , and of whoſe wri- 
tings ſome haws periſhed, and neuer 
come to our hands : but there are 
two other lawfull waies to aflaurs 
and-ſatisfy ys in this matter. The 
one, when the Fathers of greateſt 
eminencie 1n euery Countrey, ag 
agree in the affirmation of one and 
the (elf ſame doarine or practite, 
and none of the others haue noted 
1c, as diſſenting from the Churca , 

nor haue wrinnds 2gainft1t . [n has 
fort , when Saint Auguſt ine 2ad 


mony of an eleuen Eahers,, emincr 
in learning , and aQrCcung t2 the 
ſame points of docrine, de thought 
he had ſuthciencly prod. ed a= 
gainſt them the deliefe of the Cam 
tholike Church :; and waen che 
Councell ot Zp%c{us had produced 
ton Fathers of former Ages, they 
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Contra 


cited againit the Pelagians che ceitt. ueni 
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thought, they had ſofficietly expreſ- 
ſed the c6(ent of the Church in the 
preceder tymes, againſt the doarine 

Crip 4 + of Neftorims: tor that, as Vincentim 
Lyrinenſis noteth, they doubted nor, 
bat choſe ten Fathers held & belie- 
ned the felt fame , which all the reſt 
of their brethren dif. / 
The other way 15 , when the 
Fathers do ſpeake not as DoRours, 
| bur as witneffes, of the vie and pra- 
&ifeof rhe Church in their ages, 8& 
do not ſay; In my opinion , this 
ought thus to be beliened, or thus to 
be vnderſtood, or thus to be obfer- 
ved : but the Charch frem one end 
of the world to the other , belieueth 
thus , or obſerueth this. For then 
we do not hold that , which they 
ſay ,asa,thing ſayd by them , but as 
layd by the ynmerſall Church: and 
principally in matters whereof they 
could not be ignorant,by reaſon e1- 
ther of che condition of things , as 
in matters of fa&, or in reſpet 


of 


of the ſufficiencie of the perſons . 
Andin this caſe we do not draw 
from their words , only a probable 
argument, as we do, when they 
ſpeake as particuler Doctours; but 
the argument we draw from hence, 
1s an abſolute demonftrarcion. 

This therfore 15 to be held vn- 
doubtedly for V ninerfall 8 Catho- 
hike,which the moſt eminent of che 
Fathers, that liuzd inthe time of che 
foure firſt Councells ; haue ranghe 
in divers Countreys, and different 
parts .of the world , and which none 
of the reſt haue impugned or noted, 
as diſagreing from the docarine of | 
the Church ; or which the Fathers 
of theſe Councells haue witnetled; 
to haue bene beheued and practt- 
ſed by the- whole Church wn their 
ages 2 and that thall vadoubtedly 
remayneas ancient and Apoſtoliks, 
which the Fathers of: thofe CREDO 
haue teſtified ro haue bene obfer- 
ued by:the whole Church, not as 
C 3 a 


z6 
a thirig newly begnn in their tini6; 
buc defcended to them by contini- 
all and 1mmemorable fucceſtion 
from former ages , or from the gx« 
preſſe Tradwmon of the Apoitles , 
For thote thinges having bene V+ 
muer{ally obferned 1n the tyme 
of the foure firſt Conncels , they 
could not be 1mſtiruted , bur by an 
vnwverlall authority . For 1m the 
Catholike Church was then exact» 
ily obterued the rule mentioned by 


 Pamcentins Lyrinenfis , to oppole V- 


muertainie againſt Particularme , 
And therefore one doarine or ob- 
ieruanion of one particuler Prince , 
£ould neuer cometo be rhe beliefe 
or cultomewnrorme and yniuerſall 
throughout all parts of the world: 
elpectally much ſort, as no one of 
the Fathers 11m1ng neere rhe tyme of 
thole vamuerſall moouations , ſhould 
Hauc perceaued or noted; but what- 
locugr was then vniuerſally obſer- 


4d 40 the whole Church , muſt ne- 


ceflarily 


ceſſarily be inſtitared by ſome vni- 
werfall Prince , 

For according to the opinion 
of your Miniſters , there were in 
thoſe ages bur 'two principall and 
yniterſall anthorities ; the one of 
the Apoſtles , and the other of 22- 
nerall Councells , For they will 
not admit , that the Sez Apoftolike 
had at thoſe tymes any yamerſall 
authoritie : and therefore, wharſo- 
ener ſhalbe found to haue bene v- 
niuerſally and vniform ly obferued 
inthe Church , in all Councreys & 
Prouinces of the earth, in the tyme 
of the foure frſt Generall Coun- 
cells, and not to haue bene begun 
m that time, but to have bene ror- 
merly praiſed, that is, before there 
was any Generall Conncell in te 
Church , muſt necetlarily be 2 tra- 
dition of the Apoſtles , following 
thole rules of $. CAugu/tine Epiſh. 
18 , Thoſe things , faith he , which as 
we keep , nat by writing, but oy . 
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» Tradition , which 'ate obſertied 
» through he whole werld , are 'vn- 
» deri{tood to be receaued from the 
» ordination and inſtitution either of 
» the Apoſtles them{e]ues , or of Ge- 
» nerall Cguncells, whoſe authority 

» 1s moſt profitable to the Church. 
pe And 1n. another place . That cu- 
nat. ib. 4. ſtome alſo, which men looking VP- 
_ , wards, ar not find , that it was 
 inftimaced- by poſterity , was uuſtly 
.. belieucd to 44-8 bene inſtituted by 
"the Apoſtles. And there are many 
E » SER which would be long 
, tO repeat. And apaine . If any, one 

.1n this do feeke dnnne authority , 
" although that which the enivecall 
,, Church oblerueth , and hath not 
" bene inſtituted by Councells , bur 
_ alwayes retayned ; 15 1uſtly belieucd 
not to haue bene delivered by Tra- 
..dition but by Apoſtolicall —_— 
" rity &c. Which rules of $. _A#- 
guſline if they haue place in thoſe 
tnings, which the Fathers , who af 
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ved in the tyme of the foure firſt. 


Coundcells, do teſtifie, to haue bene 
oblerned 1n the Church before 
thoſe Councells ; with how much 
more realon ought they to haue 
place in thoſe matters , which the 
{ame Fathers afhrme , not 1n doubt- 
full, but 1n expreſſe termes, to haue 
bene inſtituted , and ordained by 
the Apoſtles . 
_ Theſe hue Obſervations then 
thus made vpon the Premilles, to 
paſſe now tothe Concluſion; I lay; 
that fo farre of its , that your Mi- 
niſters ro whome his Mateſty doth 
exteriourly adhere , doe hold the 
ſame thinges , which the ancient 
Fathers haue believed and pradtt- 
ſed , as neceſlary to ſaluation , that 
1n the ſolemne Seruiceior Laturgie 


of the Charch, which is: the ſ(eale 
of Eccleltaſticall Communios , the 
foure principall points, for which 
they haue ſeparated themſclues fro 
Vs, Which are, the Reall pm 
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of the body of Chriſt in the Sacra 
ment z the Offering of the Sacrifice 
of the Euchariſt ; ; Prayer & Oblari- 
on for the dead, & Prayer to Saints; 
the ancient Fathers haue vniuer- 
fally and vniformly belieued , held, 
and practiſed them all, as thinges 
neceſ{ary to ſaluation; although in 
different degrees of necelbtic +. So 
. as if your Miniſters had ined in 
the time of the ancient Fathers , 
they muſt, as they haue now forſa- - 
ken and renounced our ſolemnities 
and communion for theſe cauſes : fo 
alſo haue then renounced the fole- 
nities. & comunion of the ancient 
Fathers, and-confequently the title 
& laciety of the Catholike Church, ' 
:.  Iſaydthe Reall Preſence of the 
bodyof Chriſt 1n the Sacrament , 
not becauſe! I thinke not to paſle 
farther , to affirme the ſabſtanti-. 
all' conuerſion of the Sacrament 
into the body of Chriſt ; but it ſuf- 


fe for my purpoſe to ſay, th 
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Reall Prefetice. For it 1s not preciſe. 
ly and particulerly the Tranſub< 
Nannanon of rhe' Sacrament, but 
the Reall Preſence of the bo- 
dy of ' Chriſt 'jn the Sacramenr, 


| on Which is grounded the 1 \mpor- 
tance of this article, and the ne- 
ceflity of 1t ro: ſaluation, to wit, 


the Communion and ſubRantiall 
V n1on' to the body of Chriſt; which 
Saint Cyrill calleth the knot of our 
V-mon with God:. Neitheris it par- 
riculerly and precifely the Tranfub- 
ſtantiation, but the Reall Prefence, 

from wheics thoſe two 1nconue- 
niences. do proceed , for which 
your Miniſters 1n chis article have 
{eparated themſelues ' from | our 
Communion'; which are; the one,

For. thath per- 
ſwade my (elf, that You are ſuffici- 
ently converſant! in antiquuity,;: tb 
know , that the moſt ancient. Fa- 
thers,, Councells', and Chriſtian | 
Emperours haue perpetually, giuen | 
ynto her the Primacie and. ſupere- 
minent. Authority in all Eccleſta- 
ſticall matters, andſuch as: con- 
cerne R2ligion-: which is: as/ much 
as the-Ghurch requireth , to be:con- 
felled as a, poing of, faith , by. chem 
that Jo geturne tothe V nity; ther- 
of ; that.ſo, this , companie. of the 
Faithfull may be. diſcerned:ifxrom 
the. .Grecigns , Tad others of their 
Se&,, who ſome, ages lince haue 


ſeparated chemlſelugs from the- i A 
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ble, and miniſterous head of the 
Church. | 

Theſe foure points therfore are 
the principall fountaines of our dif- 
ſention:& 1f about theſe we were of 
accord , it would beealy to agree a- 
bout the reſt . I (ay,that the Fathers, 
who liued in the time of the foure 
firſt Councells, haue all of che held 
& practiſed,as neceſſary to ſaluatio, 
albeit in different degrees of neceſli- 
ty, to wit, the Reall Prelence of the 
body of Chriſt, & the oblatio of the 
Sacrifice, as a meanes ablolutely ne- 
ceilary to the whole body of the 
Church , and conditionally neceſ- 
ſary toeuery one in particuler: Pray- 
er and Oblation for the dead, as ne«- 
ccilarie weceſitate medy to them for 
whom they are offered, to help the 
by the prayers and Sacrifices of the 
Church ,to deluer from temporall 
_ after this life , thole who 

auing ſinned after baptiſme , have 


not done ſufficient pennance , nor 
fully 
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fully ſatisfied the wſtice of All-' 
mighty God : and they are neceſſa- 
ry neceſatate pracepti, tor the exer- 
cifing of Chriſtian charity & piety, 
both to the Church, who maketh 
them , and to the Miniſters and Pa- 
ſtours, by whom the maketh them. 
And Praier to Saintes hath 
| benepradtiſed , as neceſlary to the 
body of the Church, and to the 
Miniſters , by whome the maketh 
them : neceſſary, I ſay, receſirare 
precepti , for the communion and 
commerce betweene the Trium- 
phant and Militant Church. And 
as for particuler men , that haue no 
office in the Church, but vle their 
priuace deuotions , 1t 15 not necel- 
ſary neceſatate attu , but it 15 only 
profitable for the more eaſie ob- 
taining pardon for their {innes , by 
making their recourſe 1n praier to 
them, that are allready in perfect 
and aſſured poſſeſſion of the grace 
. and fauour of God: but to thele 
E and 
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and to all other it 15 neceſſary neceſe 
{itate arprobations , that is , they are 
bound not to contradie.1t, nor to 


condemne the vis and dodarine of 


the Church 1n- this/point, nor to 
ſeparate theſelues from the Church 
for this cauſe, vnder parine of Ex- 
communication, and to be held 
andeſteemed for Heretikes. | 

Of all which things I do not 
for the preſent vadertake the proof, 
leaſt in place of a Letter I ſhould-{ed 
you a booke ; but Ioblige my felt ro 
performe it, whenſouer -you: ſhall 
require it: and to ſhew vnto you, 
both by ' the voniforme conſent: of 
the Fathers, who flouryhed in the 
time of the foure firſt Councells,, 
and by the formes which they 
haue left vs1n their writings, of the 
ancient feruice of the Catholike 
Church in their ages, vnwerſally 
and vniformely were held , belie- 
ued, and practiſed through all the 
Prouinces and ..Countries of . the 


earth. 
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earth, theſe fotire points; in the ſame 

 #ſenſe,, and'1n'the ſame forme, as 

+ 'they are vied in our Liturgies and 
common Seruice , and not as Ob- 
ſeruations , which then had- their 
beginning, but as things which the 
fame Fathers aftirme to haue bene 
belieued and practiſed by all An- 
tiquity; and to haue come to them, 
by a neuer-interrupted ſucceſſion 
of the tradition or approbation of 
the Apoſtles ,/Soas, no man can re- 
nounce the Communion of our 
Church vnder the pretext and co- 
Jour of any of theſe things, but they 
muſt alſo renounce the Romiminis 
of the ancient Catholike Church, 
and conſequently the inheritance 
of {ſaluation. 

And this I will doe by authors 
and teſtimonies of good ranke and 
marke , as you know I am curious 
not to vie others, and with plaine 
and cleare anſ{weres to all: obie-

w:ll be vnto.me {o much the more 


ealy , forſomuch as. the, proofes, 


which we bring ont of the Fathers ,

uerſaries thall neuer be. able tro find 
one paſſage, which doth 1n expreſle 
tearmes containethe negatiue : but 
only by ſuch 1nferences, as in an 
equall and 1uſt Tribunall delerueth 
not ſo much as once the hearing, 
For who knoweth not, how con- 
trary toreaſon it 1s, to alleage- the 
conſequences of paſſages, and thoſe 
alſo 1ll interpreted and vnderitood , 
& in whole inferences'doth alwaizs 
lye hidden ſome Paralogiſme and 
fallacie, againſt the expretſe words, 
and the ltuehe and actuall-practice 
of the ſame Fathers, ott of whom 
they are taken : and: that this 15 a 
ready way to accuſe the Fathers 
of want of ynderitanding and me- 

D mory, 
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mory, not to take them for jud- 
4 ges , and to ſubmit ones felfe ro 
z the obleruation of that , which they 
4 haue belieued and praRtiſed . 
q | To this I will further adde 
| when you ſhall defire it, the preſent 
[| conformitie of all other Patriar- 
chall Churches , in theſe foure 
poynts, with the Church of Rome, 
and of all thoſe which do yet re- | 
maine to this day vnder their jur;ſ- | 
diction , that is, of thoſe that doe 
Tremaine ynder the Patriarchall Tu- 
riſdition of the Patriarch of Cox- 
ſtantinople , as the Grecians , Ruſdians, 
 eMuſeonites , and- Aſians of the 
leſſer Aſia, ſeparated from vs ſome 
eight hundred yeares fince : of thoſe 
alſo which are vnder the Patriarch 
of Antioch, as the Syrians, Me- 
ſopotamians , and others that are fur« 
ther Eaſt : For thoſe that acknowe- 
ledge the Patriarch of Syria , as 
the Maronttes , do ſtill perſeuere in 
the Communion of the Church of 
- Romer 
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Rome . Of thoſe alſo, which rely 
and depend of the Patriarch of 2. 
lexandria , as the naturall Egypti- 
ans , whome they call Copthes, and 
the Ethiopians , deuided from vs 
and the Grecians , more then eleuen 
hundred yeares agoe , eucn from 
the laſt of the foure firit Councells, 
that 1s, from the Councell of Chats 
cedon ; theſe do hold theſe foure ar- 
ticles, and with greater 1calouſie, 
if -1t were pollible , then the Latins 
do; and particulerly that: of the Sa- 
crament , in, which they do not on» 
ly belieue the. Tranſubſtantiation 
which. the Grecians at this day doe 
call #53*Go(t, but do alſo adore it 
with externall ations ,full of much 
more humility then ours are; which 
15 4 manifeſt ſigne , that theſe foure 
poynts werg Vniformely held and 
obſerued by the ancient-Catholike 
Church; ſeeing that all the partes , 
into which the Catholike Church 


' 15 deuided , retayne them to this 
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preſent day with great Yniformis 
ty, notwithſtanding the diſtance}, 
ſeparation; and divifior of them , 
through all Nations of the earth'.
